A promise of 
help to those 
who believe 
suicide is the 
only way out

GRIEVING families living with the 
heartache of a loved one’s suicide have 
backed moves to improve prevention 
services as figures reveal two people eve¬ 
ry week take their own lives in Kent. 

Health chiefs in the county released 
the shocking statistics to coincide with 
this week’s World Suicide Prevention 
Day, with the message: “You can re¬ 
cover from suicidal thoughts.” 

The figures reveal between 2009 and 
2011, there were an average of 130 
suicides a year in Kent and Medway. 

Three-quarters of those are men, 
many in middle-age. 

While they often believe they are es¬ 
caping dire situations, they end up leav¬ 
ing a lifetime of misery for those left be¬ 
hind; frequently racked with guilt over 
their inability to save them. 


The Government has now pledged to 
invest £1.5m nationally into research 
on how to prevent suicides and unveiled 
a strategy aiming to cut the suicide rate 
and support bereaved families. 

Three months ago a heartbroken 
family from Beckenham called for a ban 
on pro-suicide sites after their 15-year- 
old daughter, Rosie Whitaker, threw 
herself in front of a train. 

Days after her death it was discovered 
the teen, who was a pupil at Langley 
Park School for Girls in Beckenham, had 
visited websites promoting self harm 
and suicide, where people encouraged 
her to kill herself. 

Her devastated family called for a ban 
on such sites. 

“She was a well-balanced and well¬ 
loved young lady who had everything 
to live for,” they said. 

“However, during a period of stress

brought on by the pressures of 
conforming to her peer group 
and studying hard for GCSE 
exams, it appears she was, un¬ 
fortunately, heavily influenced 
by websites and online com¬ 
munities promoting self-harm 
and suicide. 

“We hope her tragic death 
serves as a warning to other 
impressionable youngsters and 
their parents that such sites 
pose grave risks.” 

Health chiefs in the county 
said access to support services 
was vital in helping to cope and 
find a way to survive. 

Karen MacArthur, consult¬ 
ant in public health for NHS 


Kent and Medway, said: “Sui¬ 
cide prevention remains a high 
priority and we want to see a 
reduction in the number of 
deaths from suicide.” 

In an emotional interview, 
John Nicholson, well known 
for his tireless campaigning for 
better train services in Kent, 
opened up about the suicide of 
his father. 

He said a support network 
for people at-risk of taking their 
own lives as well as bereaved 
families is crucial. 

Mr Nicholson, 45, admitted 
he still struggles with his fa¬ 
ther’s suicide 26 years on. 

He was 17 when his father, 
49, took his own life in January 
1986. He had taken an over¬ 


dose of alcohol and pills. 

“One of the last times I saw 
him we had a bit of an argu¬ 
ment,” said Mr Nicholson. 

“His suicide has always been 
a millstone around my neck, I 
blame myself, even though 
people say it’s not my fault. My 
parents had been separated for 
five or six years which led to di¬ 
vorce and he was drinking. 

“There were two people in 
that argument though and he 
died and I survived. As the sur¬ 
vivor I had to grow up quickly. 

“It had a huge impact on my 
life. I started to drink. I wanted 
to take my fury out on the 
world. I wasn’t a nice person. 

“I was trapped in sorrow and 
despair. It took meeting my 


wife to change things. But I still 
blame myself, I still cry. 

“He was my dad. When he 
wasn’t drinking he was a lovely 
man. But drink changed him. 
He was still my dad though. ” 

Mr Nicholson said that 
while all death is hard, suicide 
leaves unanswered questions 
and - in his case - often mis¬ 
placed guilt. 

“I believe that some sort of 
support network for the 
people who are left behind 
would be an unimaginable 
help,” he said. 

“When someone commits 
suicide - when they are so des¬ 
perate they take their own life 
- it’s hard for the people left be¬ 
hind to cope. 


“And for the people who are 
so desperate they want to com¬ 
mit suicide, people need to open 
their eyes to this. 

“If someone has stress, it 
doesn’t mean they’re weak or 
incapable, it means they recog¬ 
nise their limits. Or if they have 
depression or a loss of control 
they need someone to stop 
them spiralling down.”

Abuser jailed in child sex case 


A SICK 25-year-old is starting a three-year jail 
sentence this week after pleading guilty to 
multiple charges of child sex abuse and child 
porn offences. 

Daniel Hamblin, of Rowan Tree Road, 
Tunbridge Wells, pleaded guilty in April before 
Sevenoaks magistrates to two counts of making 
indecent images of children, four counts of 
possessing indecent images of children, two 
counts of taking indecent images of children, 
two counts of engaging in sexual activity with a 
child, and one count of causing a child to be 
involved in prostitution or pornography. 

He appeared again at Maidstone Crown Court 
where he was sentenced to prison. 

The court heard how police discovered 
Hamblin had been downloading images of child 
abuse from the internet and conducted a search 
at his home in February. 

Officers found evidence that not only had 


Hamblin been downloading images from the 
internet, but that he had also taken photos of a 
child victim on a mobile phone. 

Officers found 37 still images graded between 
level one to four, and six movies between levels 
four and five. Level five is the most extreme. 

Following his arrest, Hamblin admitted that 
over the past two years he had actively been 
searching for child abuse imagery while using 
file sharing software. 

Investigating officer Det Con Jo Gordon said: 
"Hamblin preyed on an innocent child and 
supported his sexual appetites with indecent 
images from the internet, each of which 
represents another child being abused. 

"I trust this sentence makes it clear that 
society will not accept the ongoing abuse of 
children and that we will do everything to track 
down and bring to justice those that seek to 
exploit children."

Kidnap couple refuse 
to let the pirates beat 
them as they set sail 
for more adventures

THE couple who spent more 
than a year held at gunpoint by 
Somali pirates have set sail 
again on another around-the- 
world jaunt. 

Last Saturday, Paul and 
Rachel Chandler, who own a 
property on Mount Ephraim in 
Tunbridge Wells, set sail once 
more, resuming the journey 
which was cut short in dramat¬ 
ic fashion in October, 2009. 

And, incredibly, they set off 
from Dartmouth, in Devon, in 
the same beloved boat which 
was boarded by machine-gun 
wielding pirates, sparking an 
international incident three 
years ago. 


The 3 8-ft Lynn Rival yacht 
had to be towed back to the UK 
after the Navy found the boat 
floating in the Indian Ocean 
following the couple’s dramatic 
kidnapping at sea. 

They were eventually freed 
only after their family paid a 
£625,000 ransom. 

The retired couple had set 
sail from the Seychelles on the 
fateful journey, in water they 
believed to be safe, when 
they were boarded. 

They were taken to Somalia 
and driven in-land where they 
were held for 388 days. 

Before setting off again, Mrs 
Chandler said: “I never stopped 
wanting to go to sea. Sailing is 
our life so we had to return. I 
know some friends think we’re 


mad and our family are appre¬ 
hensive, but they understand 
why we must return. ” 

This time, however, the cou¬ 
ple have vowed not to venture 
close to the troubled waters of 
the Indian Ocean. 

Mrs Chandler, 59, added: 
“Last time we were in the wrong 
place, at the wrong time.” 

There was no fanfare or 
crowds as the couple left the 
Devon town last weekend. It is 
believed they are travelling to¬ 
wards Spain before heading in 
the direction of Brazil. 

The couple’s property in 
Tunbridge Wells had been 
rented out prior to their 2009 
trip. Upon their release, they 
were offered a hero’s welcome 
by the town’s mayor - instead

they opted for a hush-hush 
visit to thank the town’s chiefs 
for their support. 

They have spent little time 
in the spa town since their re¬ 
turn - instead staying with 
family and friends in the west 
country - and preparing their 
boat for its latest adventure 
on the high seas.

That role, 
to be elected by the public in November, will 
replace the KPA which oversees Kent Police.

Ex-KCC chiefs new job to 
lead civil service reform

A CONTROVERSIAL former chief of Kent County 
Council - who left the authority under a cloud 
and clutching a £420,000 pay-off - has landed 
a top new civil service job, complete with six-fig¬ 
ure salary. 

Katherine Kerswell hit the headlines after she 
was made redundant from her role as KCC 
managing director in December, just 16 months 
after taking over the post. 

Despite KCC initially refusing to reveal the 
terms of her pay-off, it was eventually confirmed 
she was paid £420,000 in a deal the Govern¬ 
ment minister Grant Shapps described as “dis¬ 
turbing and unacceptable”. 

But she has now landed a top role as director 
general for civil service reform in the Cabinet 
Office, where she will work alongside the head of 
the civil service, Sir Bob Kerslake. 

The job comes with a £142,000 salary. 

Her role will be to oversee the implementation 
of the civil service reform plan which was recent¬ 
ly published. 

The managing director role at KCC was 
scrapped after her departure, which followed 
months of speculation over her position. 

During her short stint at County Hall she was 
a key architect of a major overhaul of its opera¬ 
tion and oversaw a reshuffle that will result in up 
to 1,500 jobs going in 2015. 

News of her new position was broken by the 
Local Government Chronicle which quoted her 
saying: “I am thrilled to join the civil service and 
contribute to such an important area of work as 
civil service reform. 

“I am particularly keen to build upon what I 
have learnt in local government, about how to

make change take root and really happen with 
urgency and pace.” 

Sir Bob said: “Katherine is an accomplished 
leader with a track record of successful change 
management in the wider public sector. 

“I know that her skills and experience will be 
ideally suited to the role.” 

And Cabinet Office minister Francis Maude 
told the paper: “The civil service reform plan we 
published in June set out our first steps to reform 
the civil service to ensure it can effectively serve 
the government of the day. We have a long way 
still to go to sharpen accountability, collect con¬ 
sistent management information and improve 
how government runs its major projects. 

“Katherine brings experience and expertise to 
this crucial role and I look forward to working 
with her as she implements the reform plan. 

“We will continue to draw on ideas and insights 
from civil servants, senior officials and ministers 
as we work to improve the civil service.”

Public meeting 
on mental health 

MEMBERS of the public have been invited to 
have their say on plans to improve care for 
people experiencing a mental health crisis. 

A public meeting is being held at Maidstone 
Community Centre in Marsham Street, on 
Tuesday, September 18, from 2-5pm. It will be 
attended by mental health consultants and NHS 
managers who will outline the plans. 

Health chiefs launched a three-month 
consultation in July after a review of services by 
NHS Kent and Medway, which plans and buys 
mental health services, and Kent and Medway 
NHS and Social Partnership Trust, which 
provides crisis care. 

They said the review found there are not 
enough hospital beds in east Kent, unsuitable 
inpatient services in Medway, and that better 
psychiatric intensive outreach services are 
needed in east Kent. 

The NHS wants to hear the public's view on 
plans to treat people in centres of excellence in 
Dartford, Maidstone and Canterbury.

Patient youngster snaps bird in 
flight to win photography prize

AN ASTONISHING picture of a chaffinch taken 
by an eight-year-old boy has been selected as one 
of the year’s best wildlife photographs. 

William Briggs, from Groombridge, near Tun¬ 
bridge Wells, was praised for his stunning image, 
called Male Chaffinch Coming in to Land, which 
won the 11 years and under category in the Brit¬ 
ish Wildlife Photography Awards 2012. 

His photographer father Martin said the 
youngster had sat for an hour waiting to capture 
the perfect shot. 

“For my son to sit there for that long is amaz¬ 
ing, he doesn’t usually sit still,” he said. “He’s 
always been interested in photography; he has 
one of those small children’s cameras but he 
used one of mine for this. 
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“Once he knew the bird was landing in the 
tree’s feeding station he sat there and pre-fo- 
cused the camera. He took about 
80 pictures and of those 
one was that shot. 

“He was dead chuffed 
when he won.” 

Mr Briggs said his son had 
developed a real passion for 
photography. 

“It’s all he ever goes on 
about. He wants to start tak¬ 
ing pictures underwater and 
he’s had snorkelling lessons so 
the next step is buying underwater housing for 
the cameras. 

“He loves underwater photography and loved 
the winning image with the gannets.” 

The picture, called Gannet Jacuzzi, was taken 
by marine biologist Dr Matt Doggett in the At¬ 
lantic and scooped the overall winner prize. 

Other winners were Neil McIntyre for his Red 
Deer Stag in Pine Forest, and Amanda Hayes’ 
Herring Gull Plucking Puffin from the Ground. 

The winners scooped cash prizes and their im¬ 
ages will be featured in British Wildlife Photog¬ 
raphy Awards Collection 3 book (£25).

Dog owner escapes jail after letting 
pup starve to death in infested cage

COUNTY SEES AN ALARMING RISE IN ANIMAL CRUELTY 


A CRUEL dog owner who starved her German 
shepherd to death in a tiny cage surrounded by 
maggots and excrement has avoided jail. 

Stacey Lockhurst, of Forest Road, Erith, kept 
her puppy in a squalid cage with no food for 
seven months. 

The 27-year-old was given a 20-week prison 
sentence, suspended for a year, for her treatment 
of the dog, which was named Jack, and banned 
from keeping animals for life. 

RSPCA investigators first visited her former 
home in Erith in October, 2010, when Jack was 
just 16 weeks old. 

Despite trying to persuade Lockhurst and her 
partner Paul Brunsden to hand Jack over so 
he could go to a loving new home, the couple 
refused and as the dog was healthy the RSPCA 
had no powers to remove him by force. 

But when inspectors were next called Jack was 
dead. His container was infested with maggots 
and flies, and a water bowl was full of excrement. 

A post-mortem examination found the dog 
was emaciated and had died of starvation. 

The examining vet said Jack had “suffered great¬ 
ly and unnecessarily for a great period of time”. 

Lockhurst was found guilty at Dartford Magis¬ 
trates’ Court of causing unnecessary suffering to 
the dog and not addressing his rapid weight loss. 



THIS is just one of the many examples of 
cruelty inflicted upon innocent animals. 

Earlier this year animal charity RSPCA 
reported a rise of almost a quarter nation¬ 
ally in the number of people convicted of 
cruelty and neglect. 

Kent has seen horrific cases in the Last 
year: a cat being swung around by its tail in 
Ramsgate; abandoned rabbits with their 
ears chopped off in Birchington; and a dog in 
Welling being brutally kicked by its owner. 

The RSPCA is urging people to report any 
concerns they have about an animal being 
neglected or cruelly treated. 

RSPCA chief executive Gavin Grant 
admitted the charity faced a crisis that was 
“stretching it to breaking point" despite 
some amazing stories of survival by animals. 

A RSPCA spokeswoman said: “If anyone is 
concerned about an animal being cruelly 
treated call the RSPCA on 0300 1234999." 


District Judge Michael Kelly described the case 
as “particularly bad”, but said Lockhurst, who 
has learning difficulties, had been “influenced to 
an extent”. 

Brunsden, 25, was jailed for 20 weeks and 


also banned for life from keeping animals when 
he appeared in court last month. 

Lockhurst was also ordered to do 200 hours of 
unpaid work and pay £200 court costs. 
Protesters had campaigned outside the court.

Family cat is put down 
after being shot twice 

A FAMILY has been left devastated because their 
pet cat had to be put down after being shot sev¬ 
eral times with an air rifle. 

The owner of a ginger tom named Charlie has 
spoken of his shock of the incident after finding 
the cat near his doorstep. 

Gary Giddings, from Herne Bay, found his 
two-and-a-half-year-old cat unable to walk, and 
later discovered he had been shot twice, and his 
back leg smashed. 

Charlie has been shot twice before six months 
ago, but Mr Giddings cannot understand why 
the loved family cat was targeted. 

He said: “He was quite a wild cat at heart, but 
he loved his home life and he loved us. I just don’t 
understand why someone would do what they 
did. We have no idea why this has happened.” 

The cat was shot in the area of the town 
around Callard Close and Mickleburgh Avenue 
between September 3 and 4. 

This incident follows a spate of attacks in Kent, 
with a number of cat poisonings in Swale and four 
cats mauled by a dog in Canterbury last month. 
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There are 11 million denture 
wearers in the United Kingdom.

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GIFT AID 

Charities could be in line for a vital 
cash boost if law changes approved

SMALL charities and amateur sports 
clubs are set to benefit from changes 
to fundraising laws, potentially deliv¬ 
ering a much-needed boost to their 
collection efforts. 

The Small Charitable Donations 
Bill, which is currently going through 
Parliament, sets out proposals to al¬ 
low charities to claim up to £1,250 in 
Gift Aid without providing details of 
its donors. 

Currently Gift Aid can only be 
claimed if details of the donor, who are 
already UK taxpayers, are revealed. 

Charities or amateur sports clubs 
can then reclaim the basic rate of tax 


from HM Revenues & Customs on its 
gross equivalent. In short, it means if 
you donate £10 and provide your de¬ 
tails, your donation is worth £12.50 
to the charity. 

However, the proposed changes 
would allow anonymous donations to 
also benefit. 

Dartford MP Gareth Johnson has 
backed the motion. 

He said: “Small, anonymous dona¬ 
tions are increasingly important to 
charities that are trying to raise sup¬ 
port during a recession. 

“At present, tin-rattling fundrais¬ 
ers, who often work at the coal face for 
the charitable sector, could miss out 
so I am pleased that will change under 
the bill.” 


Charities such as Arrow Riding 
Centre for the Disabled in Darenth 
are set to gain from the Gift Aid pro¬ 
posals, and welcome the bid to in¬ 
crease their funding. 

Volunteer treasurer Ken Blake said: 
“Anything like that is going to be an 
advantage to us. We have quite a few 
collection boxes in the area, and we 
get a total of around £l,000-£2,000, 
so it will bring in an extra couple of 
hundred pounds. 

“With the money we have to spend 
to run, it’s not going to make a huge 
difference, but we’re the kind of or¬ 
ganisation where if someone gives us 
a fiver, we’re very appreciative.” 

The organisation has yearly run¬ 
ning costs of £150,000, with £60,000 


of that coming from donations. It was 
cited by the Dartford Conservative MP 
in the Commons. 

Mr Johnson said: “At present, we 
are seeing smaller charities like the 
Arrow Riding Centre disadvantaged 
because they rely on small cash dona¬ 
tions which are not eligible for Gift 
Aid. The great news is that the new 
scheme will also apply to community 
amateur sports clubs, so local groups 
will be able to take advantage, too. 

“I hope people will be encouraged to 
donate generously in the knowledge 
that the money they give will be worth 
even more.” 

Warnings have been made that 
measures will be in place to ensure 
fraudulent Gift Aid claims are not paid.

Life is pain for Davies, 
but it’s a good reason 
to get back on stage

HE’S the much-loved, curly-haired magician- 
cum-detective in cult BBC series Jonathan Creek, 
and probably better known as the mischievous 
panellist on the comedy quiz show 01. 

But comedian Alan Davies is returning to 
where it all started, back to the stage and his 
stand-up roots after almost a decade away from 
the circuit. 

Touring the country with his new show Life is 
Pain, the 46-year-old, who studied at the Uni¬ 
versity of Kent in Canterbury and later moved to 
Whitstable, will be performing at venues in Dart- 
ford and Chatham. He also played at Assembly 
Hall in Tunbridge Wells on Thursday. 

Speaking to KoS ahead of the show, he said: 
“I’m looking forward to coming to Kent. I en¬ 
joyed my time there and still come back as I have 
friends in Whitstable. 

“I lived on campus in Canterbury when I was 
at university and then I lived in Whitstable. It 
was different then, no-one had come down from 
London like now. 

“We used to go and sit outside The Neptune 
[pub] on the beach. We’d go up to Gillingham or 


down to Margate - it was great. When I was a 
kid I used to go to Broadstairs.” 

It’s been almost a decade since the funnyman, 
who lives in north London with his wife and two 
children, took to the stand-up stage. 

It was only after he spent time in Australia last 
year with Stephen Fry doing 01 that he decided 
to get back on the circuit. 

“I did 01 live in three clubs and loved being 
back on stage, so I started to get some material 
together,” said Davies. 

“I did what they call work-in-progress shows 
- a lot of comedians do this stuff. I go on stage 
with notes in my hand and try stuff out. 

“People come along knowing it might be rub¬ 
bish. It took me a couple of weeks to get some¬ 
thing together and that’s how I got my show.” 

Life is Pain, he says, focuses on difficulties in 
the life, including being a parent and the perils of 
social networking. 

It also touches briefly on the death of his moth¬ 
er when he was just six-years old. 

“I heard a little girl being told off by her mother 
and she said ‘life is pain’ -1 made a note of it and 
it became a bit of a theme in the show. 

“Life is quite difficult; being a parent, being a 
son, all of these things are familiar to people.

“If people like 01 and think I’m funny 
then they should come along and see 
the show.” 

Asked whether he was nervous about 
getting back on the stage after so long, 
he said: “I’m very excited and raring to 
go. Stand-up is all about just you and 
the audience. I really enjoy it. 

“The only thing I find hard is being 
away from my family. I do about three 
or four gigs a week, any more than that 
and I wouldn’t see my kids.” 

Aside from stand-up - which he start¬ 
ed doing in Kent in the late 1980s (his 
first show was at the Labour Club in 
Whitstable in 1988) - Davies also 
forged a successful career in TV. 

Best known for his lead role in hit 
BBC drama Jonathan Creek, Davies also 
played the title role in ITV comedy Bob 
and Rose about a gay man falling in 
love with a woman. 

He went on to play a chef in BBC com¬ 
edy Whites, but it was cancelled after the 
first series; a decision which infuriated 
the comic and its legions of fans. 

Unperturbed by the set back, Davies 
said he would love to get back in front of 
the camera in an acting role. 

“I’m always on the lookout for parts, ” 
he said. 

“There is a script written for a one-off 
special for Jonathan Creek, which I 
would love to do, but I’ll have to wait 
and see.”

Is there enough sports 
funding to serve up the 
next Andy Murray?

THE chief of one of the county’s 
top tennis academies has 
fired a broadside at the Govern¬ 
ment for funding cuts hinder¬ 
ing the development of future 
heroes like Andy Murray, as 
the nation celebrates its first 
men’s Grand Slam champion 
for 76 years. 

The 25-year-old’s thrilling 
five-set success at Flushing 
Meadow in New York, when he 
claimed victory at the US Open 
on Monday provide a fitting fi¬ 
nale to what has been a great 
summer of sport. 

But amid hopes the Scot’s 
win will open the doors for a 
flood of future young talent, Jo 
Powlson, director of the Seven- 
oaks-based Tennis Academy, 
which operates at sites in Ton- 
bridge, Kemsing, Knockholt, 
Hildenborough and Hartley, 
said while the enthusiasm was 
there, the cash wasn’t. 

She explained: “I think we 
have a lot of talented young¬ 
sters playing tennis, but where 
we struggle is retaining chil¬ 
dren in the game. 

“It’s a shame in the year of 
the Olympics that the Govern¬ 
ment is cutting a lot of funding 
for sport, and it’s really bad 
news for tennis. 

“Hopefully, Murray’s success 
will keep youngsters interested 
and involved in the sport.” 

Concerns were first raised 
two years ago when education

secretary Michael Gove slashed 
funding for school sports part¬ 
nerships, which reduced the 
quality and range of coaching 
available in schools, in addition 
to dropping the amount of re¬ 
quired sport and PE in the 
school week. 

There has been further con¬ 
demnation of the Government’s 
sale of school playing fields. 

Faversham and Mid-Kent 
MP and sports minister, Hugh 
Robertson, admitted in 2010 
that community sport would 
take a “major hit” as a result of 
the cuts. 

These include new sports fa- 
cilites being scrapped under the 
Building Schools for the Future 
programme, cuts to local au¬ 
thority budgets, and the De¬ 
partment for Culture, Media 
and Sport facing a budget cut 
of £2 billion. 

Mr Robertson said: “This is a

difficult time and sport will take 
a major hit across the country.” 

Andy Murray’s success caps 
a remarkable year for Britain’s 
number one, having already 
reached the Wimbledon final 
and won gold in the Olympics. 

His impact is already being 
seen among youngsters, the 
trick for everyone involved in 
the game now is retaining the 
talent and developing it. 

Nick Wibberley is a coach at 
Faversham Tennis Club. He ex¬ 
plained: “The more people see 
the success, the more attention 
the sport will get, which means 
it’ll be spoken about in play¬ 
grounds and between friends.” 

The club recently held an 
open day which attracted 100 
youngsters. 

Mr Wibberley added: “There 
is a perception around that ten¬ 
nis is expensive, but it is afford¬ 
able and we want to show that 
the sport is more accessible 
than people think.” 

Nick Skelton, head coach at 
Hythe Lawn Tennis Club, 
welcomed the 25-year-old’s 
success this week and hoped 
it would usher in more British 
talent to eventually take Mur¬ 
ray’s place at the very top of 
the game. 

He added: “Murray has been 
all over the front pages and 
that’s bound to stir interest in 
tennis and more people want¬ 
ing to be involved in the sport. 

“The more people you have 
playing tennis, the more talent 
will come through and excel. ”

Tiger staff bite back at claims m 
free school isn’t top of the class '

SENIOR staff at the county’s 
first free school have slammed 
critics who called into question 
its longevity and accused it of 
putting neighbouring schools 
at risk of closure. 

Tiger Primary in Loose 
opened earlier this month, of¬ 
fering a curriculum which in¬ 
cludes teaching Mandarin. 

It is the first in Kent to have 
capitalised on the Government’s 
Free Schools Initiative, which 
allows groups of parents or in¬ 
terested parties to set up schools 
which are state-funded but not 
run by local authorities. 

As a consequence, it has 
more control over its curricu¬ 
lum and budget. 

But National Union of Teach¬ 
ers representatives last week 
accused it of entering an al¬ 
ready crowded educational mar¬ 
ket in Maidstone and putting 
jobs of other teachers at risk. 

Hitting back this week, Gigi 
Luscombe, executive officer of 


the Future Schools Trust, 
which runs the school, denied 
the claims. 

She said: “In order to open a 
free school a proposer has to 
demonstrate to the Department 
for Education (DfE) there is suf¬ 
ficient demand and that they 
have sufficient expertise and 
capacity to deliver the project. 

“We carried out extensive 
consultation in the area to es¬ 
tablish whether or not there 
was demand. Just under 500 
people responded to the ques¬ 
tionnaire expressing an inter¬ 
est in a potential new primary 
school in south Maidstone. 

“There then followed public 
meetings where people were 
invited to express their views. 
A proposal was submitted to 
the DfE and a number of senior 
staff were interviewed by a 
panel from the DfE to further 
establish the proposal’s viability. 

“As part of the consultation 
process, all local schools were 
invited to comment, no schools 
chose to respond. 

“With regard to the longevi¬ 


ty of the school being called 
into question, the trust has had 
to demonstrate demand going 
forward and the DfE would not 
have allowed the school to 
open if the project was deemed 
not to be viable. 

“There is considerable evi¬ 
dence that the birth rate in the 
locality is rising and is set to 
rise further over the coming 
years and, as such, there is a 
demand for more primary 
school places in the area. This 
has been highlighted by the re¬ 
cent issues around parents not 
gaining places in their chosen 
schools and many primary 
schools being oversubscribed.” 

And it denied teaching Man¬ 
darin was a “fad”. 

The executive added: “It has 
been the policy of the trust to 
offer Mandarin for the past five 
years, so it is only natural the 
language is offered at Tiger Pri¬ 
mary. Indeed, the children who 
attend Little Learners Nursery, 
also run by the trust, learn 
Mandarin. 

“There is plenty of evidence

Schoolchildren join athletic elite as Hever 
Castle prepares to host gruelling triathlon

URGED on by a spectacular summer of sport, 
organisers of the Hever Castle Triathlon say they 
are expecting record numbers to take part in the 
gruelling event later this month. 

Some 3,500 entries are expected for the event 
which, for the elite athletes taking part, will see 
them swim 1.5km, then cycle 40km and fi n ish 
the event with a 10km run. 

Among those participating in the top category 
will be Rhys Davey, a Leeds athlete who regu¬ 
larly trains with London 2012 Olympic heroes 
Alistair and Jonathan Brownlee. 

But the event, now in its fourth year, will 
include more than just the top competitors. 

Open to all ages and abilities, it will also feature 
teams taking part for charity and more than 500 
children aged between eight and 15-years-old. 

They will compete in shorter distances, tai¬ 
lored to their age group, in what is fast becoming 
the largest children’s triathlon in Europe. 

Among those will be 40 children from Maid¬ 
stone’s Maplesden Noakes School. They will be part 
of an inter-schools tournament staged as part of 
the event and with 10 schools competing. 

Pupils from Maplesden were visited this week 
by elite triathlete and Iron Man champion Eliza¬ 
beth Brama. She gave them some vital tips, and 
a short training session. 

The youngsters are aiming to raise money as 


part of their house challenge, with three chari¬ 
ties benefiting: Help for Heroes, Heart of Kent 
Hospice and Cancer Research UK. 

Race director Brian Adcock said: “Maplesden 
Noakes School represents the very essence of 
what this series is all about; children, staff and 
families taking part in a race tailored for them 
in a beautiful, historic setting. 

“As well as it being a professional sporting 
event we intend to build upon the festival atmos¬ 
phere we have created over the past few years.” 

Each pupil will complete the event by them¬ 
selves or be part of a relay team, either swim¬ 


ming 200m in the 38-acre lake, cycling 5km, or 
running 4km through the estate and castle 
grounds before making the dash to the lakeside 
finish. 

Children will cycle and run a route which is ex¬ 
clusively on the estate and not on public roads. 

The Hever Castle race, which takes place on 
September 29-30, is part of the Markel Insur¬ 
ance Castle Triathlon Series which includes five 
weekend events over the summer.

Terrifying’ V2 returns, decades 
after bringing death from the skies

THEY rained down death from 
as high as 50 miles in the sky - 
their sinister rocket engines 
sparking fear in the hearts of 
anyone who heard them go si¬ 
lent as they passed overhead. 

Hitler’s V2 bombs, propelled 
by the then new technology of 
rocket motors, were the pre¬ 
cursor to today’s Cruise mis¬ 
siles - and now one has landed 
in the county once more, this 
time harmlessly, to go on pub¬ 
lic display. 

What’s more, it is the very 
device used by the Army dur¬ 
ing the war to unlock the 
bomb’s deadly secrets. 

While today’s missiles can be 
directed to make pinpoint 
strikes, the V2 was roughly 
aimed at Kent and the South 
East as an indiscriminate kill¬ 
ing machine. 

There were even stories of 
daredevil Spitfire pilots inter¬ 


cepting them, and using their 
wings to deflect the rockets. 

Catherine Byrne is deputy 
curator at the Royal Engineers 
Museum Library and Archive 
at Brompton Barracks in 
Chatham, where the rocket is 
going on display. 

She said: “The V2 Rocket, 
which had been rotting away 
for more than 50 years, has 
been strengthened and loving¬ 
ly restored by Borley Brothers, 
a structural engineering com¬ 
pany based in Cambridge. 

“The history of this V2 is a 
little sketchy. It was picked up 
in the Netherlands in the midst 
of chaos at the end of World 
War Two and brought back to 
the UK by the Royal Engineers. 

“The British Army wanted to 
capture them intact and figure 
out how they worked techni¬ 
cally and how we could coun¬ 
ter them in something called 
Operation Backfire. 

“It has been at various MoD 
bases since the 1940s - Farn- 


borough, Ripon, and from the 
1960s or 70s at Chattenden. 
This is the first time the public 
will be able to see this monu¬ 
mental weapon. ” 

The V2, with a one-ton war¬ 
head, was designed by Captain 
Walter Dornberger and 
Wernher von Braun. Techno¬ 
logically advanced at the time, 
it went on to kill more than 
3,000 people. 

Ms Byrne said: “The V2 was 
a terrifying weapon. It trav¬ 
elled three times faster than the 
speed of sound and so there 
was no warning. During 1944- 
45 more than 500 V2s fell on 
London and with the Germans 
launching more than 2,5 00 on 
Allied countries.” 

Von Braun and his men were 
transferred to Huntsville, Ala¬ 
bama, in 1950 to develop the 
ballistic missile. 

America’s first satellite was 
launched from a Wernher von 
Braun design, the Jupiter-C, 
and he would eventually go on

to head NASA and see his vi¬ 
sionary rocket, the Saturn 5, 
carry man to the Moon. 

Ironically, much of the dam¬ 
age in Kent was a result of Brit¬ 
ish intelligence leaking false 
information to the German au¬ 
thorities that the rockets were 
overshooting their targets by 
20 miles. It resulted in many of 
the bombs landing in the coun¬ 
ty instead. 

The last reported casualty of 
the V2 in this country was Ivy 
Millichamp, 34, killed in Ky- 
naston Road, Orpington, on 
March 27, 1945.

Native wildlife species losing the battle raging 
in our waterways as foreign invaders take over

FOREIGN killer crayfish carrying a deadly plague 
are destroying Kent’s native species, forcing 
conservations to take desperate measures. 

Experts have been forced to set up a secret lo¬ 
cation to help ensure the survival of the white- 
clawed crayfish, which can now be found at just 
seven sites in the county. 

The species’ depletion has been caused by the 
formidable American signal crayfish, imported 
in the 19 60s to UK fish farms. 

Some escaped and others were released, and 
they can now be found in our rivers and lakes. 

As well as spreading crayfish plague, they are 
predatory, cannibalistic and out-compete the 
smaller white-clawed species. 

Biodiversity technical specialist at the Environ¬ 
ment Agency, Tom Reid said: “Our native cray¬ 
fish doesn’t stand a chance. We’ve had to create 
a secret location for white-clawed crayfish.” 

But it’s not just the fearsome signal crayfish 
taking over our rivers and streams. Other non¬ 
native fish are also found roaming the waters. 

Recently 50 goldfish were found in a stream 
beside the Great Stour, dumped by a pet owner. 

Mr Reid said it was not the first time this had 
happened and warned of the devastating impact 
this could have on native species. 

“Goldfish released into lakes breed with cru¬ 


cian carp which create brown goldfish,” he said. 

“If this hybridisation continued there would 
be no pure strains left. We would lose the impor¬ 
tant crucian carp species.” 

Another fish wreaking havoc is the topmouth 
gudgeon, an import from the Far East. 

The small fish carry a deadly infection which 
wipes out stocks of salmon and trout, which are 
found in Kent. 

Mr Reid said: “We have had cases of topmouth 
gudgeon in Kent and because of the problem 


they pose we had to eradicate them using drastic 
action. We used rotenone, a piscicide that kills 
everything in the water, then we have to restock. 

“This isn’t the case with all non-native fish, 
however. 

“Other problems we see involve non-native 
fish being parasitic. They also over compete with 
native species, so they eat all the food and then 
there’s a decrease in native species.” 

Mr Reid said terrapins were also found in the 
county and the Environment Agency was cur¬ 


rently in the process of trying to catch one near 
Westbere in Canterbury. 

“The wily thing keeps avoiding the trap, ” he said. 

Mr Reid said people bought terrapins follow¬ 
ing the Teenage Mutant Ninja Turtle craze in the 
1990s. 

“People went out and bought them without 
realising how big they would get and how long 
they live,” he said. 

“They get bigger, to the size of a dinner plate, 
and live for 50 years. A lot happens in that time; 
people grow up, they move on and don’t want 
them any more. 

“They think the nice thing to do is to put them 
in a pond or lake, but this is the worst thing. 

“Terrapins can be destructive, they give people 
diseases such as salmonella and they bite. If any¬ 
one has a fish or terrapin they don’t want, don’t 
let them into the wild, take them to a sanctuary.” 

Mr Reid said he expected a “new generation” 
of terrapin owners once the new Teenage Mu¬ 
tant Ninja Turtle film comes out in 2014. 

It’s not just non-native fish that have descend¬ 
ed on Kent over the years. 

A colony of yellow-tailed scorpions - believed 
to have made their way over on merchant ships 
from Europe in the 18 th century - live in the 
walls at Sheerness Dockyard. 

It is thought there are more than 10,000 liv¬ 
ing in the crevices. Although they can deliver a 
sting, it is said to be less powerful than a bee.

Starved out by an Arctic crisis 


Tim Garbutt considers what climate change and the melting ice 
cap at the North Pole mean for this county’s future food security 


RECENT reports that the Arctic 
icesheet is the lowest it has ever 
been is as important as it is hor¬ 
rifying. 

The last lowest figure was in 
2007 (with a decade’s worth of 
highest ever temperatures), 
and with the satellite imagery 
of the last 3 5 years the reduc¬ 
tion in ice at the North Pole can 
be tracked and recorded. 

Summer ice has melted so 
that within three to five years 
experts predict the North Pole 
will be open ocean with no ice 
at all. Presumably just a few 
soggy polar bears. 

Already the Northern Sea 
Route from Tokyo to Europe, 
across Russia, and the North- 
West Passage across Canada 
are open to shipping: 34 ships 
using the former route - up 
from just four two years ago. 

We are entering a world un¬ 
known to humanity where last 
week’s storms such as Hurri¬ 
cane Isaac in Florida and Haiti, 
or floods in Burma and Korea 


become ever-more prevalent 
and deeper - as less ice means 
warmer seas increasing heat 
and rising sea levels further. 

And, aside from storms, the 
US wheat belt already has 
1930s style dust bowls, send¬ 
ing food prices soaring: cereal 
prices up 120 per cent, and 
dairy up 107 per cent as 45 per 
cent of the corn and 3 5 per cent 
of the soya crops are destroyed. 
Cereal prices peaked in 2008 
according to the UN - yet an¬ 
other record now broken. 

Food riots have already 
destabilised regimes during the 
Arab Spring: Yemen reports 
rice prices up by 60 per cent, 
while bread prices in Egypt and 
Tunisia sparked riots and revo¬ 
lution - with similar incidents 
in Ivory Coast and Malawi. Add 
in reduced fish stocks and po¬ 
litical instability in Ghana and 
Ethiopia, and the food crisis 
looks bleak across Africa and 
the Middle East. 

Kent would be affected not 


just by more flood and storms 
- along with sharper winters 
and hotter summers that in¬ 
crease potholes, but also eco¬ 
nomic refugees and humani¬ 
tarian crises from Africa and 
the Middle East. 

Food riots haven’t broken 
out in your local supermarket, 
but the world’s refugees from 
Afghanistan, Somalia, Yemen 
and Kenya will pitch up on 
Kent’s doorstep as the food cri¬ 
sis deepens - and epidemics of 
cholera and tubercolosis break 
out. Another multi-million 
pound Kent Police spy drone 
will be of little use hovering 
over the Channel filming a big¬ 
ger repeat of the Calais Jungle 
or Hackney riots. 

So strong are the concerns 
on the Continent - not sepa¬ 
rated by the Channel breakwa¬ 
ter - that several German and 
Austrian banks have already 
removed food products from in¬ 
vestment funds to reduce spec¬ 
ulation, hoarding and shortage.

Perhaps opportunities for 
Kent in the Climate Change 
Age though are in the likes of 
Thanet Earth greenhouses on 
brownfield sites to provide 
space-age sustenance, reduce 
air miles, and provide greater 
protection of farmland to feed 
Britain’s own population. 

If the U-Boat blockade in 
World War Two reduced Britain 
to grow your own allotments on 
every patch of land, near starva¬ 
tion levels in just four years, and 
rationing for a further decade, 
then climate change would be 
more far impactful. Especially as 
a starving Kansas would take 
priority over a starving Kent in 
any future Climate Change Lend- 
Lease. 

In the chill winds of the age 
of climate change, Kent is look¬ 
ing exposed.

Anti-airport 
bid wears thin

estuary airport campaign,

Don’t ruin our 
A&E facilities 

OPEN letter to Jeremy Hunt, 
Health Secretary: 

Congratulations on your 
appointment. Thank goodness 


it gives a breathing space to 
halt the proposals that are 
being made to establlish 16 
‘major trauma’ centres 
throughout England. 

What seems to be a 
wonderful idea will have 
devastating repercussions to 
the existing 24-hour A&E 
hospitals, (194 according to 
freedom of information), 
because only 16 of these will 
have the staff and capability to 
deal with level 1 - major - 
trauma. 

Here, in the Isle of Thanet, 
which covers Margate. 
Ramsgate, Broadstairs and 
outlying villages, we will be 
out of reach of the proposed 
new trauma centre which will 
either be at the William 
Harvey Hospital at Ashford, or 
even further away at Medway 
Maritime Hospital in Gilling¬ 
ham. If this becomes the case 
then the ‘Golden Hour 
Principle’ will have been 
abandoned in Thanet. 

Common sense tells me that 
making the Queen Elizabeth 
the Queen Mother Hospital 


(QEQM) a new major trauma 
centre in Thanet would make 
these proposals viable, but 
apparently this is out of the 
question, although in Sussex, 
the two major trauma centres 
are at Brighton and London - 
and that is acceptable there. 

Why there cannot be a 
similar arrangement in Kent is 
incomprehensible. The QEQM 
would cover all those in the 
east of Kent. Pembury hospital 
in Tunbridge Wells could 
cover all of the west. 

The stumbling block in the 
argument supporting the new 
proposals is that comparison is 
being made between trans¬ 
porting people by helicopter 
from Thanet to London (20-30 
minutes) and transporting 
people by road in an ambu¬ 
lance to Ashford (at least one 
hour). This is not comparable. 

This is wrong. An ambu¬ 
lance is not an operating 
theatre. Internal bleeding, for 
example, cannot be operated 
on in an ambulance. 

Added to all this, the plan 
includes changing the names 


of all the other A&E depart¬ 
ments into ED departments. 
How stupid is this? People will 
be unaware of the meaning of 
‘ED’ (emergency department) 
when A&E is universally 
understood and acted upon 
in a crisis. 

Please revise the proposals 
before untold damage is done. 
Both lives and outcomes will 
be put at risk if the proposals 
as they stand are adopted.

Cabinet is not 
green enough 

KENT Green Party is unim¬ 
pressed by David Cameron’s 
reshuffle in favour of the anti- 
environmental extreme right. 

Prime Minister David 
Cameron has appointed anti¬ 
environment ministers in his 
reshuffled Cabinet. This is bad 
for Kent and Medway since 
greener policies would boost 
employment in our county. 

The new Environment 
Secretary, Owen Paterson, is 
opposed to wind farms, which 
are a very important source of 
clean energy and of employ¬ 
ment in Kent. 

The new energy minister, 
John Hayes, is curiously 
sceptical about renewable 
sources of energy in general. 
Energy efficiency and conser¬ 
vation could reduce our 
current energy use by up to 60 
per cent, but not under this 
Government. The Chancellor 
is collaborating with other 
ministers to attack planning 
laws for the sake of housing 
and new infrastructure. 

But there are 24,000 empty 
homes in Kent and other 
empty buildings and sites 
waiting for use. 

We are very concerned this 
may signal another attempt to 
build in our forests and 
continue urban sprawl rather 
than regeneration. 

Patrick McLoughlin, new 
transport secretary, has 
neither major aviation nor 
port issues in his constituency, 
making him an odd choice. 

Expansion of airports is 
something the Coalition 
parties cannot agree about and 
which is opposed vigorously 
here in Kent in respect of Lydd, 
Manston, and the rather 
unlikely Estuary Airport. 

The potential employment 
to be gained through greener 
policies will not become reality 
in Kent or Medway with this 
Government.

Get on super highway to 
save on car insurance 

Automatically renewing your car insurance every year 
might be convenient - but it could also be costing you 
dearly... ADAM AIKEN reports

HOLLI Oldfield, who is getting 
ready to renew her car insurance, 
is using price comparison 
websites to find the best deal. 

But Ms Oldfield, 26, was 
shocked to find that not only 
would she benefit from switching 
policies, her 
existing insurer 
was offering a 
better quote if 
she signed up as 
a new customer 
than if she 
simply renewed 
her existing deal. 

"I'm getting 
email reminders 
from all the 
price compari¬ 
son websites I 
used last year, 
along with a 
reminder from 
my current insurance provider," 
said Ms Oldfield, a marketing 
assistant. 

"I am not in position to be able 
to pay an annual premium, so I 
currently pay £48 a month. 



But despite having had no 
claims, my existing insurer has 
increased my premium to 
£695.02 a year, or £58 a month. 

"This has prompted me to 
search the price comparison 
websites for a better deal. 

"To my 
surprise, my 
current insurer 
is quoting 
£559.10 on the 
price compari¬ 
son sites, which 
is more than 
£135 cheaper 
than my 
renewal quote." 

The new 
quote still 
proved not to 
be the cheapest 
overall, and Ms 
Oldfield will be 
switching to a new insurer instead. 

"I would never recommend 
auto-renewing," she said. 

"This is a prime example of 
how these car insurance 
companies make their money." 


Q IN 2008,1 invested with 
Keydata. In 2010, Keydata 
was replaced as plan manager 
by Merchant Capital, which itself 
recently appointed Reyker Securities as 
administration manager. 

Investors face a small fee to register 
with Reyker, which is irritating, but 
Reyker also wants to change the terms 
to include increased charges for early 
redemption and an agreement to pay 
further fees it might levy in future. 

Can Reyker unilaterally alter the 
terms? 


YOU have been unlucky! 
Keydata closed in 2009, after 
watchdog the Financial Services 
Authority found some of its investment 
schemes were wrongly marketed as 
tax-free Isas. 

In 2010, Merchant Capital took over 
certain Keydata funds and appointed 
Pritchard Stockbrokers to handle 
administration. 

But six months ago, the FSA banned 
Pritchard after finding it was using 
clients’ money to pay its own debts. 

One of Pritchard’s bosses was Craig 
Whyte. He is also boss of an offshore 
company that owns a big slice of 
Merchant House, the parent company 
of Merchant Capital. 

Whyte was also owner of the 
collapsed Glasgow Rangers Football 
Club. Trading in shares in Merchant 
House was suspended in April. 

As to your question, the answer is 
yes, Reyker can lay down whatever 
terms it wishes. It was never part of 
the original deal and is not bound by it. 

But equally, you can reject new 
terms and ask a different firm to step in. 

My temptation would be to talk to a 
local financial adviser with a view to 
quitting the investment completely. 


Q MY mother was in a care home 
for two years until she died, and 
the fees were met from her 
pension and by selling her house. 

I replied to an advertisement that 
said her fees could be reclaimed, and 
now I am rung up almost every day 
by the claims company, which says 
that if I do not claim now, the money 
is gone forever. 

Is this just a sales pitch, and could I 
make the claim myself to save on their 
commission? 


A CLAIMS management compa¬ 
nies that specialise in reclaiming 
care home fees are making a big 
push because there really is a deadline 
looming. 

In a nutshell, lots of people in care 
homes should have received something 
called NHS Continuing Healthcare. 
They should not have been charged 



for anything that should have been 
provided by the NHS. 

Anyone who was wrongly charged 
between April 1, 2004, and March 31, 
2011, has until the end of September 
to ask the relevant primary care trust 
to check their entitlement. 

If the person concerned has died, 
their family or executors can claim. 

And if fees were paid in the year up 
to March 31, 2012, the deadline is a 
bit further away, with claims due by 
March 31 next year. 

You can certainly file a claim 
personally, though you may do better 
with some legal help. 


Q I OWNED a large house and half 
an acre of gardens, but due to 
the economic downturn, I could 
not sell. 

I gained planning permission to 
build on part of the garden, and I sold 
the house separately. 

I would be grateful if you could 
clarify the position for capital gains tax 
if I now sell the land. 


A WE ARE all allowed one 

property as our main home that 
escapes capital gains tax. 

This exemption includes your garden 
as long as house and land together do 
not exceed 5,000 square metres - 
about 1.2 acres. 

Revenue rules also allow some 
leeway on timing, so people can move 
to their new home before selling the 
old one. 

The final three years of ownership 
escape tax, even if you have moved out. 

Now for the snag. You have told me 
you moved out of your house in 2008. 
The tax exemption would run until 
2011 - and we are now in 2012. This 
does not mean that every penny you 
make on the sale of the land will be 
taxed, but roughly one year of 
ownership is taxable. 

Calculate this as a proportion of your 
gain over the years since you bought 
the land, or back to 1982, whichever is 
later. Do see a local accountant as there 
are also tax reliefs that will keep the bill 
as low as possible

MOTORISTS are wasting billions of 
pounds a year by failing to shop 
around for the best insurance quotes 
when it comes to renewal time. 

The inertia of millions of drivers 
means many of them are being 
charged way over the odds. 

This month is traditionally a busy 
one for policy renewals thanks to 
the release of new number plates - 
and it means that much of the money 
annually wasted on auto-renewals 
will be chucked away over the next 
few weeks. 

When it comes to the total amount 
wasted by drivers each year, esti¬ 
mates range between £3 billion and 
nearly £5bn. That is a lot of money. 

“Car insurance premiums are at 
unprecedented high levels and sig¬ 
nificant savings can still be made 
by comparing policies, as different 
insurers assess risks differently,” said 
Scott Kelly, of price-comparison site 
Gocompare.com 

“We know from our own figures that 
motorists can save an average of £399 
simply by changing their insurer. 

“Yet, incredibly, just under a third 
of drivers haven’t switched for more 
than three years. 

“During this period, the average 
fully comprehensive car insurance 
premium has more than doubled.” 

Of those drivers who allow their 
insurers to renew their policies auto¬ 
matically, a third do so in the belief 
that the cheapest provider last year 
will be the cheapest this year, too. 

But Mr Kelly said such loyalty was 
misplaced. “In the last couple of 
years, all insurers have been forced 
to revise their rates, so drivers 
shouldn’t take anything for granted. 

“On the face of it, simply allowing 
your policy to roll on for another year 
may look like an attractive and easy 
option, but it could cost you dear.” 

Moneysupermarket.com said its 
research showed that nearly eight 
million motorists a year fell into the 
auto-renewal trap. 

Pete Harrison, a car insurance ex¬ 
pert at Money supermarket, said: 
“With many families returning home 
from summer breaks, household 
budgets are likely to be strained, 
and it’s important people don’t just 
accept the renewal prices from their 
car-insurance providers.” 

The average saving Moneysuper- 
market said can be made by shop¬ 
ping around is just over £400 - 
broadly in line with the figures from 
Gocompare. 

Motorists aged 55 and older are 


typically the most loyal when it 
comes to staying with their insur¬ 
ance providers. According to Money- 
supermarket, drivers in this category 
stay with their insurers for an aver¬ 
age of more than three years. 


“No matter where you live or how 
old you are, it’s vital to do your 
homework at renewal time, as 
searching for a better deal doesn’t 
cost you anything and there is a lot 
to gain, ” said Mr Harrison

The spectre of violent 
death looms large over 
our haunted castles

AS THE gateway to Europe, Kent has been 
Britain’s frontline against invaders for centuries, 
which is why so many castles were built here. 

Now the spooky tales about the spirits left be¬ 
hind at the historical forts following violence and 
bloodshed are being told in a new book, Britain’s 
Haunted Castles. 

Author Marc Alexander has examined the 
ghosts of England’s castles, with several of his 
favourites located in Kent. 

He said: “As well as being one of the world’s 
most haunted countries, Britain is credited with 
having the largest number of castles. Often these 
two aspects go together as I found out when I set 
out to write Britain’s Haunted Castles with my 
friend and literary colleague Paul Abrahams. 

“Together we travelled the country in search 
of ancient spooky sites and legends, which was 
great fun.” 

He picked out Scotney Castle, near Lamber- 


hurst, as one of his favourites. 

“It is a beautiful sight on a fine summer’s day 
seen above its reflection on the moat. It’s so 
peaceful it’s hard to imagine the act of violence 
that led to its haunting. 

“It is said that a phantom figure, festooned with 
water weeds, has been seen on dark nights to strug¬ 
gle out of the moat and stagger to the castle door 
before fading away. The ghost is believed to be that 
of an excise officer who was beaten to death by 
smugglers and thrown into the moat when he sur¬ 
prised a pack train of contraband.” 

Another spooky story concerns Dover Castle 
where a drummer boy is said to have been mur¬ 
dered during the Napoleonic Wars. 

Mr Alexander said it was presumed he was 
decapitated as his ghost, complete with drum, 
has been described as headless. 

But the author said it was Rochester Castle 
which has the most tragic of castle apparitions, 
in the form of Lady Blanche de Warrene who 
lived seven centuries ago. 

“One evening Ralph de Capo, the crusader 
knight, who had charge of the castle, returned 
to see his love Lady Blanche struggling in the 
brutal embrace of a rejected suitor on top of the 
Round Tower,” said Mr Alexander. 

“He seized a bow and loosed an arrow. It 
streaked upwards and struck his enemy’s ar¬ 
mour which deflected it straight into Lady 
Blanche’s heart. 

“She died with the bitter knowledge that her 
lover had accidentally ended her life. It was re¬ 
corded the castle’s haunting began that same 
night, her ghost being seen moving along the 
castle walls, weeping at her cruel destiny.” 

Mr Alexander’s interest in ghosts began when 
he arrived back from New Zealand years ago. 

“New Zealand is a wonderful country, but lacks 
the monuments of the Old World and so 
my first excursion in London was to its 
tower -1 became hooked,” he said. 

“On visiting castles I became aware 
that many ghostly tales were based 
on historical happenings such as 
Oueen Anne Boleyn’s reappear¬ 
ances in the Tower of London. 

“In writing about haunted . 
castles I ignored the question 
of what ghosts might be or

even if they existed. The point is that 
down the centuries thousands upon 
thousands of people have believed in 
them, and that is enough to enshrine 
them in British folklore.”

Government inaction 
‘stifling productivity' 

The economy is the most important factor when it comes to 
doing business in 2012 and this week we take a look at the 
state it is in. Some in the business community say they are 
crying out for leadership from a government perceived as 
being increasingly out of touch with the problems faced by 
those who generate the UK's wealth. Businesses say they 
want to move the country out of the economic doldrums - 
but need some positive input from those running the nation.

PROMPT, swift and decisive 
Government action is needed 
to rescue Britain’s economy, 
say industry experts after a 
thorough analysis of the 
nation’s prospects. 

Meanwhile, a leading mem¬ 
ber of Kent’s business commu¬ 
nity has branded as “disap¬ 
pointing and alarming” 
downgraded economic fore¬ 
casts for growth in the coming 
15 months. 

Jo James, chief executive of 
Kent Invicta Chamber of 
Commerce, was commenting 
on national figures that predict 
an overall figure of -0.4 per 
cent for the remainder of 2012 
as against an earlier prediction 
of+0.1 per cent. 

Next year the figure has been 
revised from +1.9 per cent to 
+ 1.2 per cent by analysts from 
the British Chambers of 
Commerce (BCC). 

And James says that while 
business is trying desperately 
to boost productivity, outside 
factors, including Government 
inaction, are holding back any 
recovery. 

She called for greater stimu¬ 
lus to boost economic growth 
- instead of just austerity cuts. 

“The BCC’s downgraded 
predictions are disappointing 
and alarming,” said James. 
BCC has, right from the start of 
this recession, been highly 
accurate in assessing the dev¬ 
eloping situation. 

“What is especially exasper¬ 
ating is that the survey shows 
UK businesses have the will 
and the facility to mitigate and 
begin to overcome the prob¬ 
lems but are being held back by 
factors out of their control. 


“The business community 
has always accepted the need 
for deficit reduction and worked 
within the parameters of do¬ 
mestic austerity measures. 

“No matter how enterprising 
companies are, however, com¬ 
merce and industry cannot 
thrive without the right eco¬ 
nomic conditions. 

“It is becoming more evident 
as time goes on that austerity 
measures as employed at 
present cannot retrieve 
the situation - business devel¬ 
opment and expansion is the 


only way to recover the eco¬ 
nomy. 

“Within the necessary con¬ 
straints of deficit reduction, it is 
surely time for the Government 
to introduce measures - 
whatever it takes - to create a 
climate more conducive to 
business enterprise.” 

The latest report from the 
BCC highlighted the following 
factors and trends when pre¬ 
dicting economic trends: 

■ Headwinds from a slowing 
global economy, crisis in the 
eurozone and domestic auster¬ 


ity measures complicating UK 
recovery prospects. 

■ Continued reports of growth 
by many Chamber members 
suggests there is a reserve of 
business confidence and strong 
performance in the UK that can 
be harnessed. 

And it is calling for: 

■ Action to create a new model 
economy for the UK, with im¬ 
mediate measures to support 
business confidence and in¬ 
vestment, a radical long-term 
growth plan and commitment 
to deficit reduction. 

■ Swift action to support busi¬ 
ness investment, incentivise 
job-creation, and jump-start 
construction, particularly in 
the housing sector. These 
measures will have to be fund¬ 
ed either by tough choices 
within the existing spending 
envelope, or using the UK’s 
market credibility to support 
limited extra borrowing. 

■ Radical long-term growth 
measures, including a state- 
backed business bank, a large- 
scale infrastructure investment 
programme and more support 
to boost UK exports. 

■ Continued commitment to 
deficit reduction in a way that 
maintains the strong position 
of market credibility the UK has 
built up in recent years. 


BCC PREDICTIONS 


Growth 

With the global economy 
likely to strengthen 
slowly over the next two 
years, modest positive 
UK growth of 1.2 per 
cent in 2013, followed by 
an improvement to 2.2 
percent in 2014. 

Business investment 
fell in Q2 2012, but in the 
first half of 2012 as a 
whole it recorded strong 
growth of almost 8 per 
cent compared with a 
year earlier. In full-year 
terms, we expect 
business investment to 
grow by 4.5 per cent in 
2012, 5 per cent in 2013 
and 5.2 in 2014. 

The rebalancing of the 
UK economy towards 
net exports has been 
slow. After good 
progress in 2011, there 
has been a setback in 

2012, with exports likely 
to fall marginally and 
imports set to increase 
by 2.3 per cent this year. 
In 2013 and 2014, we 
expect exports to grow a 
little faster than imports.

UK unemployment will 
increase from 2.564 
million (8 per cent of the 
workforce) in Q2 2012, to 
2.750m (8.5 per cent of 
the workforce) in Q4 

2013, a net increase of 
186,000 in the total. 

This forecast reflects 
stronger-than-expected 
job figures in recent 
months, but many of the 
planned public-spending 
cuts are yet to be 
implemented and UK 
growth will be very weak 

Youth unemployment 
will total some 1.048 
million in Q4 2013.

Public-sector borrowing 
forecast for 2012/13 is 
£106 billion, some £14bn 
above the latest forecast 
from independent 
financial watchdog the 
Office for Budget 
Responsibility, published 
in March 2012.

Borrowing reduction hits smaller firms 


SMALL and medium-sized businesses 
have cut back on borrowing in the past 
quarter, according to the most recent 
figures - further bad news for the prospect 
of economic growth. 

The quarterly SME Finance Monitor 
found 43 per cent of the 5,000 companies 
surveyed in the second quarter used 
external finance such as bank overdrafts, 
loans and credit cards. 

This is down from 50 per cent in the 
first three months of the year. 


A combination of Government spending 
cuts, uncertainty over the euro and a 
lack of stimulus to the economy are 
behind the figures, say analysts from 
the quarterly SME Finance Monitor. 

The study was commissioned by 
the Business Finance Taskforce, a 
banking-led body. 

It concluded that the current economic 
climate had meant SMEs had been 
particularly hard hit as banks, facing 
higher capital requirements and 


concerned over reserves, cut back on 
lending. 

Various Government schemes aimed at 
improving the availability of financing have 
so far failed to have any real impact. 

"There remains limited appetite for 
external finance, both looking back over 
the past year and forward to the next 
three months," said Shiona Davies, director 
at independent market-research 
consultancy BDRC Continental, which 
carried out the survey.

Projects on food toxins and wartime 
memories named on awards shortlist 


Fresh start for an 
armed robber who 
plumbed depths 

AN armed robber who spent eight-and-a-half years 
behind bars is planning to start his own plumbing 
business with support from MidKent College. 

Reformed criminal Lee Saunders - jailed in 
2004 following a string of London raids on secu¬ 
rity vans, betting shops and other targets - is 
currently helping to refurbish a number of toilet 
blocks at the Maidstone campus. 

The 37-year-old studied at the college while 
still serving time in prison, but won a contract to 
fix up the plumbing following his release in July. 

“When I was younger I didn’t really care about 
the consequences of my actions,” he said. “I lived 
a party lifestyle and could never hold a job down 
because I was always coming in late or not at all, 
so I turned to a life of crime. 

“I’m not proud of what I did and I held my 
hands up as soon as I got nicked. Going to prison 
was the wake-up call I needed, and it made me 
realise where I’d gone wrong in life. 

“It’s important to have positive influences 
growing up; otherwise you can get sucked into 
making the wrong decisions like I did.” 

Lee, who plans to move to Maidstone from 
his current home in Ealing, west London, is cur¬ 
rently on a gap year from his studies while he 
readjusts to life on the outside. 

He said: “I took up plumbing because I was go¬ 
ing to be in prison for a long time and thought I 
should learn a trade. If you help yourself then 
people will help you, and that’s what happened. 

“Having my studies to focus on has turned my 
life around really. I’ve come out of prison a differ¬ 
ent person.” 

MidKent College’s Maidstone campus is under¬ 
going a £2 5m refurbishment, which includes a 
makeover of the neighbouring building formerly 
owned by the University for the Creative Arts. 

College courses

Kim Heath, section manager for hairdressing, 
said: "Barbering is a very flexible course, 
meaning we can cater for people with Lots of 
experience and those who don’t have much." 

She added: "Level 3 advanced hairdressing is 
the first hairdressing course that has been run as 
a day-release, meaning it is ideal for employers 
to send their trainees to gain extra skills." 


TWO Kent projects backed by the University of 
Greenwich have been shortlisted for honours in 
the annual Times Higher Education awards. 

An innovative new food safety system, 
ToxiMet, which checks the Levels of health- 
threatening mycotoxins in products such as 
dried fruit and cereals, has been shortlisted in 
the category of outstanding contribution to 
innovation and technology. 

Devised by Professor Ray Coker, and 
developed in the Natural Resources Institute 
Laboratories at the university's Medway campus, 
the system has gone into commercial produc¬ 
tion through a university spin-out company and 
is now in use around the world. 


ToxiMet, now based at the Kent Science Park 
in Sittingbourne, aims to make the system the 
standard by which all other systems are graded. 

Memories of War has been recognised in the 
category of outstanding contribution to the local 
community. The brainchild of history Lecturer Dr 
June Balshaw, the initiative trained students, 
staff and community volunteers to film and 
transcribe the wartime stories of more than 300 
people. Following an exhibition, a book has been 
published and the website, www.memo- 
riesofwar.org.uk, is being used as an educational 
resource by teachers, pupils, and researchers. 

Many of the stories come from people who 
grew up in Kent or Live there now, such as 


Dorothea French, who was Living in Sidcup as a 
child when World War Two started. During the 
war she joined the Women's Land Army and 
was stationed at a farm in Edenbridge. Kenneth 
Taylor was Living in Broadstairs when the war 
started and was Later trained at the Chatham 
Royal Marine Barracks. 

Vice-Chancellor Professor David Maguire said: 
"These two initiatives are a great example of the 
way in which the university uses its expertise to 
make a practical difference to people's Lives - 
Locally and internationally. Both demonstrate the 
important partnerships which are at the heart of 
so much of our work. I am proud of everyone 
involved and send them many congratulations."

Anthony Heywood is head of sculpture on the 
BA (Hons) Fine Art degree at UCA Canterbury. 

Over summer he spent three weeks in 
Sweden working with a group of international 
artists to make peace monuments out of old 
war materials. 

He said: "It's been a fun but exhausting few 
weeks: taking apart a bullet-proof fighter jet is 
as hard as it sounds but it was fantastic to 
work with teams of artists from all over the 
world. 

“The size of the work was monumental and 
couldn’t be done without specialist Lifting or 
cutting equipment - just removing the wings 
took four 12-hour days for a team of three - 
MiGs are not meant to come apart, it seems." 

He welded the fuselage of the MiG to a British 
Merlin RoLLs-Royce engine and suspended it over 
the River Abroga to create a three tonne 
statement.

He said: "I wanted to juxtapose and collage 
two political and philosophical positions by 
bringing together iconic pieces of warcraft from 
two formerly hostile nations.

"I wanted the work to express the vulnerability 
of life and to remind all Levels of community 
that something so iconic and powerful can also 
evoke fragility, which is why I chose to site it 
precariously above the water from a crane."

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THE INTERVIEW 


Stewy 


B ANKSY is a name that almost 
everyone recognises. His visual 
assault on the world with a 
string of provocative graffiti has 
propelled the anonymous artist to 
stardom. 

He has websites, he has fan bases, he has 
books and he also now has the respect of the 
often-pompous art world. His pieces are 
thought-provoking and frequently politically 
motivated, but it is the mystery surrounding the 
man that makes his movements so intriguing. 

Others would argue that more important 
than his modern-day iconic status is Banksy’s 
contribution to making graffiti a recognised art 
form. He has influenced many, including the 
man known as ‘Stewy’. 

Anonymous stencil graffiti artist Stewy has 
already hit Kent at least 18 times from his 
London base, but we managed to meet the 
elusive man. 

He said: “Due to Banksy’s popularity, more 
and more artists have been inspired to create 
their own work. For most people, to go out and 
create art is a great thing. No one is telling them 
to do it - it takes effort and skill. 

“But I feel an irony when large companies 
and advertisers use graffiti to promote products, 
while grassroots artists get arrested for creating 
art, especially when they’re trying to convey 
political injustice. 

“The public perception of street art or graffiti 
is changing and needs to change more. 

“However, if it takes advertising to create 
the image that graffiti is cool and not purely 
antisocial, perhaps its OK. ” 

Stewy’s pieces have created a bit of a buzz 
in the county as they feature two of Kent’s most 
iconic residents. 

In Duke Street, Margate, an almost life-size 
stencil of world-renowned artist Tracey Emin 
stands on a flaking wall close to the new Turner 
Centre, while in Canterbury’s Dover Street 
there is a print of musician Robert Wyatt from 
Kentish prog-rock group Soft Machine. 

It stands proud on a wall close to the former 
Beehive Club, which was considered the 
epicentre of the late 60s Canterbury Scene. 

Both subjects were even contacted by Stewy 
to gauge reaction to their graffiti tributes. 

“They both loved it. I try to contact the 
individual once the work is complete. Robert 
said it was ‘hallucinatory’ and ‘a real honour to 
see my ghost haunting an old haunt’.” 

There is also a picture online of Emin posing 
next to her spray-paint portrait looking rather 
chuffed. 

Stewy has not only targeted Kent as a

birthplace of cultural icons - he has also hit 
Manchester with a picture of writer Quentin 
Crisp as well as punk poet John Cooper Clarke 
on the South Bank in London. Another, Sex 
Pistols manager Malcolm McLaren, is depicted 
on a wall in Stoke Newington, London. 

But who makes it onto Stewy’s list and why? 

“I generally choose people I like and admire 

- people who are different. They always appear 
where they lived, worked or died... I call it 
psycho geography. It’s educational - the people 
in the context of the environment combine 
geography, history and art. 

“Ultimately, the image commemorates the 
person ‘like ghosts across the street’. It’s not 
about me. The work highlights people or 
eccentrics who have or had made a difference 

- changed how we approach art, music or 
writing... pushing the boundaries in Britain and 
shaking things up a little. 

“A common thread I noticed with the people is 
they are all very British underdogs, eccentrics, 


anarchists... obscure. I seem to choose the least 
expected and least commercial people other 
street artists would not normally consider. ” 

Stewy works from stencils that he creates at 
home before hitting the streets to convey his 
message. Much of his work incorporates British 
animals appearing close to his human portraits. 

For example, in Margate, close to the Emin 
piece, Stewy has painted a pigeon in Hawley 
Street, a horse in King’s Street and a fox on the 
Mr Simm’s sweet shop as well as pigs, badgers 
and owls elsewhere. 

The artist sprayed his first piece in 2007 and 
has mastered the art of a quick turnaround - 
but his work is not without its risks. 

“Yes, I once spent 12 hours at Her Majesty’s 
pleasure,” he said. 

But that is not enough to stop Stewy dreaming 
up his next piece. 

“I quite like the obscurity of my work, so the 
longevity is more important than any particular 
piece. The process is very organic. 


“I recently choose Quentin Crisp to be placed 
in Chorlton-cum-Hardy, in Manchester, where 
he died. Within two weeks a journalist 
contacted me requesting a print of the stencil 
for Quentin’s former partner, whom he plans to 
meet in New York. I simply requested he’d ask 
for a location to spray Quentin somewhere in 
New York, if I ever get the chance to visit. 

“Ultimately, after the effort to create the 
stencil and the risks in spraying, to be contacted 
by a relation of the individual of whom I’m 
attempting to continue the memory gives me a 
sense of achievement. ” 

And where does this most overground of 
underground operators see the genre? 

“I’ve worked in schools, and the students 
I’ve met have a clear enthusiasm and skill for 
creating street art. I hope this art form becomes 
more accepted as a positive within society. ”

YOU must look hard to notice what Audi has 
done with its third-generation A3 hatchback, 
but other senses are quickly alert to the changes. 

The new version, launched this weekend, 
simply feels so much better, with even higher- 
quality materials and controls -1 particularly 
liked the retro alloy-ringed ventilation nozzles - 
plus more composed ride and handling. 

Look again, though, and you’ll see the car is 
no longer than before but the wheelbase has 
been lengthened and overhangs shortened to 
deliver a roomier cabin even on the debutante 
three-door model - the five-door Sportback 
arrives early next year - yet Audi has also 
managed to increase boot space slightly. 

Cosmetically, it’s an evolution rather than 
revolution against the previous car; a default 
option for those who dislike the looks of its key 
premium hatchback rivals, the dumpy BMW 1 
Series and rakish Mercedes-Benz A-Class, 
arriving soon. The approach has served Audi 
well before; customers know their car’s second¬ 
hand values won’t be poleaxed by a radically- 
reworked successor. 

And although the car is not cheap, customers 
will like what’s been done beneath the paint 
because it will save cash. Aluminium and other 
lightweight yet high-strength construction 
conserves fuel and improves dynamics, saving 
up to 80kg in weight - equivalent to jettisoning 
a 12.5-stone adult passenger - and boosting 
fuel economy by up to 12 per cent, helped by 
start/stop fitted as standard. 

Lighter weight brings another benefit: 
a nimbleness even on models with the comfort- 
orientated SE spec suspension, which can be 
ordered even on the more aggressive and 
highly-specified Sport or flagship S Line 
models, quashing past criticism that buyers 
couldn’t have the top-spec look without the 
hard-nut suspension. This underpins Audi’s 
projection that S Line will claim 40 per cent 
of sales, with the other two trims sharing the 
remainder equally. 

Launch engines are familiar - turbocharged 
122PS 1.4TFSI and 180PS 1.8TFSI petrols and 
a 15 OPS 2. OTDI diesel - but we ’ 11 have a 10 5 PS 
1.6TDI here by year-end capable of 74.3mpg on 
the combined cycle, with road-tax-exempt C02 
emissions of just 99g/km. 

The two ruthlessly-tax-efficient diesels should 
be a magnet for company-car user-choosers and 
take a whopping 70 per cent of orders, with the 
2.0 alone taking 40 per cent, and it’s a great 
car; the SE I drove was quick, comfortably 
sprung and yet still sharp on the corners. 

But it’s a shame that the lightly-loaded petrol 
models may get overlooked: the 1.8 TFSI Sport 
model, also tested and fitted with the excellent 
S-tronic manual/auto box, is a real point-and- 
shoot machine and it will be interesting to see 
how much more can be wrung from the chassis 
when more power and quattro all-wheel-drive 
is available later.

Get on board Scenic’s grand tour

IT WILL be a frustration for Renault that, having 
developed the people-carrier/MPV, it then wit¬ 
nessed others having more success with it. 

The pioneer was the Renault Espace, now into 
its fourth generation but no longer sold in the 
UK. It was followed in 1999 by ‘son of Espace’, 
the Scenic, offering similar versatility in a small¬ 
er package that others rushed to emulate. 

Indeed, so good were these imitators that 
Renault not only quickly lost control of the 
Scenic’s compact MPV sector but was also forced 
into competing with rivals like the Vauxhall 
Zafira by offering a seven-seat alternative, the 
Grand Scenic. 

The good news for the French brand, though, is 
that, three generations on, the latest Scenic (from 
£18,335 in five-seat format) is one of the better 
small people-movers on the market, being a clever 
mix of distinctive style and flair, with real versatil¬ 
ity and some of the best engines around. 

The range had a facelift earlier this year to 
bring it up to date with a revised nose featuring 
gloss black and chrome detailing, plus LED 
daytime running lights. 

The car also has futuristic new rear lights. 

A revised engine choice includes two new 
eco-friendly units in a five-strong line-up: a 
turbocharged 1.2 TCe 115 petrol and 1.5 dCi 
110 Stop/Start diesel - the latter can average 
almost 70mpg. 

The big news for me, though, is the range¬ 
topping 1.6 dCi 130 diesel powerplant, which 
Renault claims is the world’s most powerful 
engine of its type for its size. It’s punchy yet 
smooth, and frugal, too - 64.2 mpg (combined 
cycle) with C02 emissions of just 115g/km. 

This incurs zero road tax in year one and just 
£30 a year thereafter, which is staggeringly 
good for a car with this sort of power and load¬ 
carrying flexibility 

Not surprisingly, it was the unit we focused on

for the test, fitted into the £22,725 flagship 
Grand Scenic Dynamique Tom Tom - as you 
may gather, it comes with a factory-fitted sat- 
nav developed jointly by Renault and budget 
sat-nav developer Tom Tom. 

You get a lot for your money generally with 
the Scenic range, so spend as close to your limit 
as possible. Dynamique spec brings all the 
electrics you would expect, plus cruise-control, 
rain-sensing wipers, rear sunblinds, seat back 
tables for the rear passengers and smart 16-inch 
alloys, and I would be tempted by the £1,500 
leather pack - black leather seats, heated front 
ones with electric adjustment for the driver. 

The interior is well trimmed and typically 
Gallic in style, but there is a greater air of quality 
about the car these days. 

Standard equipment also includes a jaw- 
dropping 40 stowage spaces - totalling 8 3 litres 
plus an impressive boot volume of 564 litres, 


expanding to 2,063 litres with rear seats folded 
- the five rear chairs can be arranged in any 
format according to passenger/cargo needs. 

If there is a negative against this smart yet 
functional space wagon, then it has to be the 
rear seats; key rivals allow these to be folded into 
the floor, but the Scenic’s simply fold, making it 
impossible to quickly convert the car into a van 
without releasing and lugging them out of the 
car - something many would-be buyers simply 
won’t have expected to have to do. 

Progress is biased more towards a superb ride 
rather than tight handling, but that is what most 
customers will be buying this stylish MPV for, 
and the set-up handles the increasingly-rutted 
and potholed British country lane better than 
previous-generation Scenics. 

All in all, there is much to recommend taking 
the Scenic route - Grand Scenic models start at 
£19,735.

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Ten years of Hyundai

HYUNDAI is celebrating the 10th anniversary of 
its five-year, unlimited-mileage warranty. 

Groundbreaking at the time, few rivals have 
been moved to match or exceed it, though sister 
brand Kia now offers seven years, albeit with a 
100,000 cap on mileage. 

Looking back, though, it’s not hard to see 
why the Korean marque was moved to such 
generosity: there was little else to attract UK 
buyers apart from price. 

Hyundai’s range then included the Accent 
and Elantra - two cheap yet forgettable cars that 


straddled the Ford Focus sector - and the ‘tragic’ 
Trajet people-carrier, which was roomy but had 
a horrible ride. 

However, the original Santa Fe had arrived 
the year before and, while the visual appeal was 
dubious, there were signs of better things to 
come. 

Then the Getz supermini made its debut in 
2002 and was a revelation, even if the interior 
quality fell short of its rivals. 

Ten years on, UK buyers hardly need the five- 
year warranty and Hyundai’s value-for-money 
pricing and specifications to persuade them to 
buy. 

Driving dynamics and interiors are vastly

’s peace-of-mind deal 


improved and, with a five-year model replace¬ 
ment cycle rather than the seven-year norm 
with Western carmakers, Hyundai has had plen¬ 
ty of opportunity to show how quickly it has 
mastered its art; last year’s classy i40 range 
showed the brand now has the family car or 
Mondeo sector taped. 

And this year has been a landmark, with the 
all-new Veloster coupe, the second-generation 
i30 family hatchback and Tourer (estate) and 
the soon-to-be-launched third-generation Santa 
Fe. 

With the Veloster, Hyundai has created a 
unique proposition; a coupe that has a third door 
allowing easy access to rear seats from the 


passenger side of the car. Criticism that it lacked 
an engine with real performance was rebuffed 
by the arrival of a meatier, turbocharged model. 

Meanwhile, the new i30 has become a 
genuine contender against the ‘best of the West’ 
- the VW Golf, Ford Focus and Vauxhall Astra - 
with the estate combining smart looks with huge 
load-carrying capacity. 

And the latest Santa Fe, due in October, will 
make people question whether they want to pay 
more for a five- or seven-seat SUV when they can 
have a smart and well-made and equipped rival 
from £25,495. Hyundai has already posed the 
same question to compact-SUV buyers with its 
highly-successful ix3 5.

Bold vision "essential" for club’s future

KENT need to continue on a bold and ambitious 
path, according to Kent chief executive Jamie 
Clifford, as they look to enter the next phase of 
redeveloping the St Lawrence Ground. 

The county has embarked on a huge overhaul 
of its historic ground in the last 18 months with 
the Les Ames and Colin Cowdrey stands being 
transformed, while there are new administra¬ 
tion offices, dressing rooms, press facilities, and 
more. 

And now the county is pushing on with plans 
to re-develop the 90-year-old Frank Woolley 
stand. That development will take one of three 
forms, ranging in cost to an estimated £4million, 
depending on the scale of the idea. 

Clifford feels it would be a missed opportunity 
if they held back on their ambitions. 

“There are various options from simply re¬ 
painting to re-cladding the existing frame to de¬ 
molishing and rebuilding,” he said. “We have 
got to work out what’s achievable in building 
terms and then funding terms. 

“Bearing in mind you only get one shot at it, 
it’s stood there for more than 90 years so what¬ 
ever we do is probably going to be there for a 
long time. 


“We might as well make it as ambitious as we 
can. 

“We want to think broad in what we might 
achieve and then hone in on what’s achievable 
and what fits in with the rest of the ground. We 
have got to establish what’s possible first. 

“I think we should aim big - it would be wrong 
to think ‘oh let’s just give it a lick of paint’. We 
should be very bold, anything else might be sell¬ 
ing ourselves a bit short. We have got to 
get it right.” 

Discussions will take place in the 
off season about what can be 
achieved in terms of the refurbish¬ 
ment and how it will be funded. 

Clifford said it would be funded in 
a similar way to how the Colin Cow¬ 
drey stand refurbishment was, but 
stressed it wouldn’t happen over¬ 
night. 

“The Colin Cowdrey stand is a good 
example,” he said. “It was 
achieved through grants, 
a couple of legacies, 
some traditional 
fundraising, and 
just a focus of 
where people’s at¬ 
tentions are in 


terms of making something special happen. 

“We are going to work very hard in the winter 
to understand what we can achieve. By the end 
of the winter we want to be very clear on what 
we are going to do. 

“There will be a period of consultation at some 
stage. It’s not going to be instant, fans will be sit¬ 
ting in the Woolley stand next year.” 

Fans may question why more fundraising 
needs to be done after the club sold land for a 
housing development which is all-but com¬ 
plete. The answer is that money has al¬ 
ready been put to use, as Clifford explains: 
“Floodlights, services into the ground, 
the roadways, the infrastructure, the Les 
Ames stand and complete reconfigura¬ 
tion of that, the Colin Cowdrey stand 
conference space, the pavilion, dressing 
rooms, video analysis rooms, press facili¬ 
ties and the new club hub building. 

We have seen a massive improve¬ 
ment in our facilities: a 
transformation really. ” 

A second part of the 
plans, which is more 
dependant on the re¬ 
cession, is the idea to 
build a hotel along 
the Old Dover Road 


side of the ground, for which the county was 
given planning permission in 2007. 

“We are talking with a developer at the mo¬ 
ment who may ultimately develop the site,” he 
said. “We don’t just want a box of a hotel that 
springs up in two weeks. 

“We can’t have that on the side of one of the 
most picturesque grounds in the country. It 
comes at a premium so the builder has to be con¬ 
fident they can deliver. 

“There is a gap between the one we want to 
build and amount of money it will cost. That’s 
scuppering us at the moment.” 

Clifford admitted that in an ideal world the ho¬ 
tel would have already been built. 

“I believe Canterbruy does need a hotel of that 
style and scale. When the market recovers we 
should see more interest, we had developers fall¬ 
ing over themselves before,” he said. “We are 
now at the stage where there is the odd bit of in¬ 
terest and post recession that interest should re¬ 
turn.” 

To save the county having to deal with a po¬ 
tential ‘white elephant’ the hotel would be leased 
to an operator rather than sold off. 

“It would be done on a long lease so it’s not a 
sale, but close to a sale,” he said. “If something 
were to go wrong, you wouldn’t end up with a 
building sitting empty.”

New series to re-energise single-seater racing, says Brands Hatch chief 



BRANDS Hatch is set to host a round 
of a ‘groundbreaking’ new single- 
seater series next year. 

The track's owner, MotorSport 
Vision (MSV), has created the Formula 
4 Championship for junior drivers with 
the aim to provide a cost-effective 
stepping stone for youngsters 
wanting to make it to the top of the 
sport. 

The series will be run in partnership 
with the British Racing Drivers' 

(BRDC) Club and MSV. 

Teams will be encouraged to 
purchase and run the newly built 
BRDC Formula 4 cars alongside 
private family-run entries in a bid to 
create a healthy and competitive 
paddock. Teams wishing to join the 
championship will be limited to 
running a maximum of four cars. The 


cost of participation is expected to 
range from £35,000 for a private 
entrant to £70,000 for a professional 
team. 

MSV chief executive Jonathan 
Palmer said: "It is clear that British 
motorsport needs a new single-seater 
championship that really attracts the 
young talent of today to produce 
large competitive grids of drivers 
aiming for FI. 


"At MSV we have used all of our 
considerable experience and judg¬ 
ment to launch what I think is a 
compelling package which I believe 
will re-energise this sector of motor 
racing. 

"I am very excited about the 
prospects for the BRDC Formula 4 
Championship and am delighted that 
our vision has been shared by the 
BRDC, whose president, Derek 


Warwick, has already demonstrated 
tremendous enthusiasm and interest 
in the detail operation of the champi¬ 
onship. 

"We are in an era of relative 
austerity, which looks like continuing 
for some years, and it is essential we 
provide young single seater drivers 
with an affordable path to learn and 
prove themselves. 

"With F4 we have focused on four 
key areas; providing the lowest 
season running costs, the lowest car 
purchase price, the highest levels of 
car equality and highest safety 
standards." 

F4 cars will be sold to competitors, 
whether teams or private entrants, 
who will operate the cars themselves. 
Palmer explained: "We want to enable 
both privateers to run cars competi¬ 


tively and welcome teams too. 

"At this level costs can be lower if 
drivers look after cars themselves, 
with family and friends, though we are 
also keen for teams, existing and new, 
to run cars and provide valuable 
support to drivers." 

MSV's race organising division 
MotorSport Vision Racing (MSVR) will 
run the championship, which will see 
drivers take part in 24 races across 
eight meetings. 

The 2013 calendar will include 
races at Silverstone, Brands Hatch (on 
the Grand Prix circuit), Donington 
Park, Snetterton 300 and Oulton 
Park. At Brands Hatch it will support 
the prestiguous DTM series.

Fleet ace Elder is refusing

IT wasn’t that long ago Nathan Elder was told to 
give up football after suffering a horrific eye in¬ 
jury, but after overcoming his fear of heading the 
ball, and moving back to his home town, he is 
more confident in his ability than ever. 

Three years ago, while playing for Brentford, 
his left eye socket and cheekbone were broken in 
a mid-air collision with Rotherham midfielder 
Pablo Mills. 

Doctors told him he shouldn’t play football 
again because of the fragility around his eye, 
which was especially vulnerable as the 6ft 3inch 
frontman relies on his ability to challenge in the 
air. But he ignored their advice and carried on 
playing. 

Since then he has spent time in the north at 
Shrewsbury and then Hereford last season - a 
long journey from his home that’s just a ten 
minute drive from Stonebridge Road. It meant 
he would see his family and two young children 
on Sundays before leaving them for the week 
while he trained. But now he’s back after joining 
the Fleet this summer. 

“No disrespect to Hereford, but I’m a lot hap¬ 
pier. I’m a lot more confident in my ability,” said 
the 27-year-old. “My family live in Hornchurch 
which is ten minutes away, that was where I 
spent my childhood.” 

At first he was scared of heading the ball, and 
wasn’t allowed to in training: “Because I’m 
physical and strong in the air it was a barrier I 
had to push over. The first time I headed the ball 


I was scared. I remember in training sessions I 
was banned from heading the ball, I would be 
fined £10 every time I headed it, just so I was 
careful. There were a couple of times I watched it 
in the air and I thought I haven’t got any money 
on me so I let it go over my head.” 

Thanks to staff at Brentford, and support he 


received from fans across the country he is now 
feeling a lot more settled. 

“I don’t know why, but I feel more confident 
now.” he said. “When the ball is in the air I feel 
like the ball is mine to win and the defender is 
scared of me. I feel like a new player. I feel so 
lucky to be playing.”

DESPITE coming from a family of well-known 
forwards, new Blackheath star Rory Teague was 
always keen to buck the trend as a fly-half.

He then embarked on a four-year stint in 
France with Tarbes Pyrenees Rugby followed by 
FC Grenoble which helped him grow up. 

“I wanted a new experience and turning up in 
an environment where I didn’t know anybody 
and couldn’t speak the language was certainly 
that,” he said. 

“I matured a lot, both in rugby and life in gen¬ 
eral, and I’ve learned to speak good French.” 

Last year, he returned to England and through

Ten years of Hyundai’s peace-of-mind deal

HYUNDAI is celebrating the 10th anniversary of 
its five-year, unlimited-mileage warranty. 

Groundbreaking at the time, few rivals have 
been moved to match or exceed it, though sister 
brand Kia now offers seven years, albeit with a 
100,000 cap on mileage. 

Looking back, though, it’s not hard to see 
why the Korean marque was moved to such 
generosity: there was little else to attract UK 
buyers apart from price. 

Hyundai’s range then included the Accent 
and Elantra - two cheap yet forgettable cars that 


straddled the Ford Focus sector - and the ‘tragic’ 
Trajet people-carrier, which was roomy but had 
a horrible ride. 

However, the original Santa Fe had arrived 
the year before and, while the visual appeal was 
dubious, there were signs of better things to 
come. 

Then the Getz supermini made its debut in 
2002 and was a revelation, even if the interior 
quality fell short of its rivals. 

Ten years on, UK buyers hardly need the five- 
year warranty and Hyundai’s value-for-money 
pricing and specifications to persuade them to 
buy. 

Driving dynamics and interiors are vastly 


improved and, with a five-year model replace¬ 
ment cycle rather than the seven-year norm 
with Western carmakers, Hyundai has had plen¬ 
ty of opportunity to show how quickly it has 
mastered its art; last year’s classy i40 range 
showed the brand now has the family car or 
Mondeo sector taped. 

And this year has been a landmark, with the 
all-new Veloster coupe, the second-generation 
i30 family hatchback and Tourer (estate) and 
the soon-to-be-launched third-generation Santa 
Fe. 

With the Veloster, Hyundai has created a 
unique proposition; a coupe that has a third door 
allowing easy access to rear seats from the 


passenger side of the car. Criticism that it lacked 
an engine with real performance was rebuffed 
by the arrival of a meatier, turbocharged model. 

Meanwhile, the new i30 has become a 
genuine contender against the ‘best of the West’ 
- the VW Golf, Ford Focus and Vauxhall Astra - 
with the estate combining smart looks with huge 
load-carrying capacity. 

And the latest Santa Fe, due in October, will 
make people question whether they want to pay 
more for a five- or seven-seat SUV when they can 
have a smart and well-made and equipped rival 
from £25,495. Hyundai has already posed the 
same question to compact-SUV buyers with its 
highly-successful ix3 5.

CRICKET 

Bold vision "essential" for club’s future

KENT need to continue on a bold and ambitious 
path, according to Kent chief executive Jamie 
Clifford, as they look to enter the next phase of 
redeveloping the St Lawrence Ground. 

The county has embarked on a huge overhaul 
of its historic ground in the last 18 months with 
the Les Ames and Colin Cowdrey stands being 
transformed, while there are new administra¬ 
tion offices, dressing rooms, press facilities, and 
more. 

And now the county is pushing on with plans 
to re-develop the 90-year-old Frank Woolley 
stand. That development will take one of three 
forms, ranging in cost to an estimated £4million, 
depending on the scale of the idea. 

Clifford feels it would be a missed opportunity 
if they held back on their ambitions. 

“There are various options from simply re¬ 
painting to re-cladding the existing frame to de¬ 
molishing and rebuilding,” he said. “We have 
got to work out what’s achievable in building 
terms and then funding terms. 

“Bearing in mind you only get one shot at it, 
it’s stood there for more than 90 years so what¬ 
ever we do is probably going to be there for a 
long time. 



“We might as well make it as ambitious as we 
can. 

“We want to think broad in what we might 
achieve and then hone in on what’s achievable 
and what fits in with the rest of the ground. We 
have got to establish what’s possible first. 

“I think we should aim big - it would be wrong 
to think ‘oh let’s just give it a lick of paint’. We 
should be very bold, anything else might be sell¬ 
ing ourselves a bit short. We have got to 
get it right.” 

Discussions will take place in the 
off season about what can be 
achieved in terms of the refurbish¬ 
ment and how it will be funded. 

Clifford said it would be funded in 
a similar way to how the Colin Cow¬ 
drey stand refurbishment was, but 
stressed it wouldn’t happen over¬ 
night. 

“The Colin Cowdrey stand is a 
example,” he said. “It was 
achieved through grants, 
a couple of legacies 
some traditional 
fundraising, and 
just a focus of 
where people’s at¬ 
tentions are in 


terms of making something special happen. 

“We are going to work very hard in the winter 
to understand what we can achieve. By the end 
of the winter we want to be very clear on what 
we are going to do. 

“There will be a period of consultation at some 
stage. It’s not going to be instant, fans will be sit¬ 
ting in the Woolley stand next year.” 

Fans may question why more fundraising 
needs to be done after the club sold land for a 
housing development which is all-but com¬ 
plete. The answer is that money has al¬ 
ready been put to use, as Clifford explains: 
“Floodlights, services into the ground, 
the roadways, the infrastructure, the Les 
Ames stand and complete reconfigura¬ 
tion of that, the Colin Cowdrey stand 
conference space, the pavilion, dressing 
rooms, video analysis rooms, press facili¬ 
ties and the new club hub building. 

“We have seen a massive improve¬ 
ment in our facilities: a 
transformation really. ” 

A second part of the 
plans, which is more 
dependant on the re¬ 
cession, is the idea to 
build a hotel along 
the Old Dover Road 


side of the ground, for which the county was 
given planning permission in 2007. 

“We are talking with a developer at the mo¬ 
ment who may ultimately develop the site,” he 
said. “We don’t just want a box of a hotel that 
springs up in two weeks. 

“We can’t have that on the side of one of the 
most picturesque grounds in the country. It 
comes at a premium so the builder has to be con¬ 
fident they can deliver. 

“There is a gap between the one we want to 
build and amount of money it will cost. That’s 
scuppering us at the moment.” 

Clifford admitted that in an ideal world the ho¬ 
tel would have already been built. 

“I believe Canterbruy does need a hotel of that 
style and scale. When the market recovers we 
should see more interest, we had developers fall¬ 
ing over themselves before,” he said. “We are 
now at the stage where there is the odd bit of in¬ 
terest and post recession that interest should re¬ 
turn.” 

To save the county having to deal with a po¬ 
tential ‘white elephant’ the hotel would be leased 
to an operator rather than sold off. 

“It would be done on a long lease so it’s not a 
sale, but close to a sale,” he said. “If something 
were to go wrong, you wouldn’t end up with a 
building sitting empty.”

New series to re-energise single-seater racing, says Brands Hatch chief

BRANDS Hatch is set to host a round 
of a ‘groundbreaking’ new single- 
seater series next year. 

The track's owner, MotorSport 
Vision (MSV), has created the Formula 
4 Championship for junior drivers with 
the aim to provide a cost-effective 
stepping stone for youngsters 
wanting to make it to the top of the 
sport. 

The series will be run in partnership 
with the British Racing Drivers' 

(BRDC) Club and MSV. 

Teams will be encouraged to 
purchase and run the newly built 
BRDC Formula 4 cars alongside 
private family-run entries in a bid to 
create a healthy and competitive 
paddock. Teams wishing to join the 
championship will be limited to 
running a maximum of four cars. The 


cost of participation is expected to 
range from £35,000 for a private 
entrant to £70,000 for a professional 
team. 

MSV chief executive Jonathan 
Palmer said: "It is clear that British 
motorsport needs a new single-seater 
championship that really attracts the 
young talent of today to produce 
large competitive grids of drivers 
aiming for FI. 


"At MSV we have used all of our 
considerable experience and judg¬ 
ment to launch what I think is a 
compelling package which I believe 
will re-energise this sector of motor 
racing. 

"I am very excited about the 
prospects for the BRDC Formula 4 
Championship and am delighted that 
our vision has been shared by the 
BRDC, whose president, Derek 


Warwick, has already demonstrated 
tremendous enthusiasm and interest 
in the detail operation of the champi¬ 
onship. 

"We are in an era of relative 
austerity, which looks like continuing 
for some years, and it is essential we 
provide young single seater drivers 
with an affordable path to learn and 
prove themselves. 

"With F4 we have focused on four 
key areas; providing the lowest 
season running costs, the lowest car 
purchase price, the highest levels of 
car equality and highest safety 
standards." 

F4 cars will be sold to competitors, 
whether teams or private entrants, 
who will operate the cars themselves. 
Palmer explained: "We want to enable 
both privateers to run cars competi¬ 


tively and welcome teams too. 

"At this level costs can be lower if 
drivers look after cars themselves, 
with family and friends, though we are 
also keen for teams, existing and new, 
to run cars and provide valuable 
support to drivers." 

MSV's race organising division 
MotorSport Vision Racing (MSVR) will 
run the championship, which will see 
drivers take part in 24 races across 
eight meetings. 

The 2013 calendar will include 
races at Silverstone, Brands Hatch (on 
the Grand Prix circuit), Donington 
Park, Snetterton 300 and Oulton 
Park. At Brands Hatch it will support 
the prestiguous DTM series.

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Ranee: Drop down leagues 
is a step back to go forward

DOVER’S Dean Ranee may still be just 20-years- 
old but he feels he’s added years to his game by 
dropping into non-league football. 

The midfielder made the switch to the Crabble 
this summer after his contract expired at Gilling¬ 
ham. 

But now that he’s found a regular starting po¬ 
sition in Nicky Forster’s side, he feels he’s come 
on leaps and bounds. 

“Even in this short period of time I’m starting 
to mature and develop as a player,” he said. “The 
quality of the football in the conference is under¬ 
estimated, I know if I’m not playing well I won’t 
be playing on a Saturday. 

“At Gillingham I wasn’t playing or improving. 
Going into non-league is more about taking a 
step back to take two steps forward. 

“I wasn’t playing or getting chances, and I’m 
no different to any other player, I want to play 
football.” 

Ranee spent part of last season on loan at Do¬ 
ver but it was short lived as he picked up an in¬ 
jury. He went back to Priestfield until his con¬ 
tract expired in May, and it wasn’t long until he 
got a phone call from Forster. 

“It was only a couple of days after and he said 
he wanted to sign me. I was going to speak to a 
few clubs, but I knew at the back of my mind I 
wanted to come here,” he said. 

Now that he’s signed on as a permanent fix¬ 
ture he feels fully part of the Crabble family, a 
transition that’s been made easier by the fact Do¬ 


ver train in Faversham, which is closer to his 
Gillingham home than the south coast. 

“You feel more part of the team, you get to 
know the players a bit better - the runs they 
make. It’s only going to help me when I’m out 
there on a Saturday,” he said. 

He admits he does miss being at Gillingham, 
especially now he has more time on his hands as 
he only trains two days a week. 

But he is keeping himself busy in an assistant 
coaching role at the Pro Soccer Academy with 
former Dover striker and Gillingham team mate 
Adam Birchall. 

“The main thing I do miss is the training eve¬ 
ryday and being around the lads,” he said. “I’m 
doing a bit of coaching at the moment. I’m not 
doing anything too serious. I want to concen¬ 
trate on football for a bit longer to give myself a 
chance to develop. 

“It was hard leaving Gillingham because I was 
there from such a young age - all I ever wanted 
to do was play for Gillingham. Like most kids I’m 
ambitious, I wanted to go through the ranks. 
There are no hard feelings at all though.” 

He joined the Gills as an eight-year-old, and 
finished the 2009-10 season as the youth team’s 
top goalscorer. But he is yet to find the net with 
Dover, although he’s hoping his fortunes may 
change under the tutelage of boss Forster who 
scored more than 200 goals in his career as a 
striker. 

“I haven’t scored yet, I have been playing a lit¬ 
tle bit more defensively, but I’m hoping the goals 
will come again,” he said. “I was the top scorer 
for the youth team a few years ago.”

Injury-hit Ritchie back 
on track at Euros, but 
honeymoon can wait 

DAN Ritchie has put his honeymoon on hold for 
four years in a bid to make it to the Rio Olympics 
and is getting back to competitive action after 
injury this weekend at the European Champion¬ 
ships. 

The 2 5-year-old married his partner of six 
years a fortnight ago but doesn’t have time for 
the traditional honeymoon, and is instead hop¬ 
ing to tag it on the end of the next Olympics in 
Brazil after competing for Team GB. 

His chances of competing at the home Games 
last month in the men’s eights, who won bronze, 
were wrecked by two bizarre injuries earlier this 
year (his knee on his stag do, and ankle while 
walking up the stairs) meaning is he is more de¬ 
termined than ever to become an Olympian. 

But first up for the two-time world silver med¬ 
allist from Herne Bay is the Euros in Italy this 
weekend where he will row in the quadruple 
sculls. 

“I was really unfortunate with my injuries. 
That’s the way it is,” he said. “I’m still young, 
I’m only 25. There are lots of opportunities for 
me to succeed later on in rowing. 

“A lot of my success has been at the very be¬ 
ginning of my career. As I mature I’m hoping to 
peak at 29, or 30. My wife is quite keen for me to 
carry on so I’m pretty excited about the future. 

“My wife was a rower so she can understand 
the commitment that is needed.” 

He admitted it was difficult to watch the boat 
he could have been in winning bronze at Eton 
Dorney, 

“There were a lot of emotions. They filmed me 
watching the race, and it was quite difficult 
watching it back, ” he said. “There was part of me 
that was dying inside because they were compet¬ 
ing without me. It was quite hard to get my head 
around it.” 

He said his injury has given him a new-found 
appreciation for the sport. 

“It helped being injured. It’s helped me appre¬ 
ciate everything that you normally take for 
granted. I spent four months not being able to 
walk. For a long time I couldn’t do things,” he 
said. “Everything is put into perspective, so now 
I appreciate the fact I can row. I make every ses¬ 
sion count because I don’t know when I might 
not be able to do it again. ”
